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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following Inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 - 8, drawn to planning a trip, classified In class 705, subclass 25. 

II. Claims 9-16. drawn to providing route information to vehicles, classified 
in class 701 . subclass 202. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Clifford Kraft (Reg. No. 35,229) on 
Tuesday. 23 November 2004 a provisional election was made without traverse to 
prosecute the invention of Group II. claims 9-116. Affirmation of this election must be 
made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1 - 8 are withdrawn from 
further consideration by the examiner. 37 CFR 1.142(b). as being drawn to a non- 
elected invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 9, 10, 12. 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kirchner, III et al. (US 6.064,318). 



Regarding claims 9. 10, 12, 13, and 14, Kirchner teaches a system of providing 
current road construction to vehicle on-board telematics systems (see figs. 1 and 2 at 
least) comprising a plurality of vehicle telematics systems.e ach displaying traffic 
information (fig. 2; summary); a central/local Information gathering location (16) for 
gathering road construction information for vehicle routes and a means for wirelessly 
providing the infomiation to the systems from the central location, whereby the systems 
display the information (see fig. 1 - 2; col. 8. line 25 - col. 9. line 6 at least); the 
information including information affected lanes (see fig. 1 - "closed lane"); and 
constmction work times (col. 7. lines 12 - 28 at least). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the pnor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
mvenbon was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
, Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11. 15. and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Kirchner ('318) as applied to claim 9 (directly or Indirectly) and further 

in view of Stevens (US 6,404,880 B1). 



As discussed above, Kirchner teaches all of the limitations except for the explicit 
recitation of using a cellular telephone and charging a fee for the information. 

However, Stevens teaches, in the same field of endeavor of providing road 
information, the use of a cellular telephone and charging a fee (subscription fee) for the 
information (col. 2: 23 - 60 and coL 5: 31 - 44 at least). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
' invention to have modified KIrchner's teaching by including the use of a cellular 
telephone and charging a fee (subscription fee) for the information as evidenced by 
Stevens in order to enhance delivery of the information.
